the treatment, . It was found for 


example, that the parasite dies out |’ 


in the blood. directly it becomes 
cold, .and cannot therefore be 
transmitted. to any ,- distanes. 
There is also a strong prejudice 
against allowing a patient’ to be 
injected with the blood of another 
whose antecedents he does not 
know. 


“Therefore,” 
on {o say “The Ministry of Health | 
haye undertaken to keep the mos- 
quitoes on ‘the premises... This 
they do by artificially breeding 
them and hatching them in. cap- 
tivity.. The stock which is re- 
ceruited, from Romney Marsh, are 
‘allowed to feed on some of the’ 
paralytic patients.-in lunatic 
asylums, and kept in specially 
constructed cages, until they be- 
come infected, for others. “During 
this period they have to be kept 
at the correct degree of warmth* 
and moistiire, 

“Phe most refined method of 
‘applying the treatment is thus to 
allow ‘the patient to be bitten’ by 
one of the “Ministry” of Health 
mosquitoes. . The experiment is 
rendered difficult sometimes by 
the mosquito refusing to bite. It, 
has been found necessary for this 
reason to kill the mosquito, dis- 
sect ‘the head and remove the 
salivary .glands' in order to inject 
them into the patient to be treated. 

“The™ best results are those that 
chave “been .obtained~'by certain 
observers -in Liverpool. where 
observations’ have now -been con- 
ducted over a period of four years. 
They report that, although a cer- 
‘tain numberof patierits have died 
-—patients*suffering from general 
paralysis, who might have beén 
expected to die im any case—about 
25 per cent. of those treated, in 
this.manner have regainéd their 
powers and are able once’ more to 
resume ‘civil life. In. my- own 
personal experience I know of two |’ 
enses, both of which have return- 
ed to civil employment, and all. 
the signs- of the: discase- from 
which they suffered have so. far 
ag can be ascertained disappeared,
